PRESIDENT TOO EXPENSIVE

Declares Country Pays Chief Executive
Too Much For Traveling Expenses and
Living—"0ld Hickory” Was Greatest
President That Ever Lived.

WASHINGTON, Dee, 11.—Passionate
oratory marked the proceedings of the
Senate today. Benator Jefferson Davis,
of Arkansas, who when elected declared
he woud atiack the trusts immediately
alter taking his seat, fuliilled his prom-
His speech wus filled with semsa-
tional declarations, delivered with a vigor
for which the Arkansas Senator is fa-
wous in his own state. Quaint phrasing,
pointed denunciations and evidences of
characterized his

marks, He was given a vareful bearing
by Senators and the galleries during the
speech which lasted more than an hour

Davis paid respects to the Sher-
man anti-trust law and asked which if
any, of the {rusts had been destroyed by
it, or if it has proved effectual. He
asked what Roosevelt bud done in his
seven years of office, with the govern:
ment back of him to curb the trusts. and
invited any Republican Senator to tell
him if “Any trust had been tamed, mpci
less destroyed.” Davis recalled Have-
meyer’s statement before the industrial
commission that “The tariff is the moth-
er of trusts” and declared under thi:
system 51 multi-millionaires in the
United States had amassed total for-
tunes of $3,205000000, of which he de-
qlnml Rockefeller owns 2600,000,000 and
Andrew Carnegie §300,000,000, and the 51
referred o owned one thirty-fifth of the
entire wealth of the United States.

He characterized the income of the
President from the United States as ex-
orbitant. The $50.000 yearly salary wis
not unreasonable, but he did say $25,-
000 a year for traveling expenses and
#113.000 o year for living expenses was
too much, and said the greatest Presi-
dent that ever lived was “Old Hickory
Jackson,” who rode to the White House
dressed in a suit of blue jeans, The Seng-
tor denounced stotk gambling and said
he would do away with gambling in
cotton, grain and the necessaries of life.

CHICAGO, Dee. 1l—Industrial educa-
tion as a part of the public school sys-
tem is to be n faet in Chicago in the
néar future, Plans for & group of trade
schools—to be put inlo effect, possibly
within two years—are now taking form
in the minds of several members of the
board of education, and three, at least,
of the trustees have taken active steps

toward their realization.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dee, 11.—The dis-

of the suspended bank. President David

F. Walker and Director W, J. Bamett,
who have also been arrestel, deny ali
knowledge of them and thet if they
have been removed it is without their
knowledge, In a statement, issued
through his attorneys tonight. Walker de-
clares he became president of the trust
company, July, 1905, with the distinet
understanding be would not be requestal
to devote all his time to its affairs. He
spent considernble time in New York and
Europe, the management of the com-
pany being in the hands of Brown. He
had been by Brown that the
bank was in condition and fhe firsc
information of the trouble came in the
form of a telegraphie dispatch to him in
New York. Just a few days befors,
Walker says, he received lotters f
Brown assuring him of the bank’s sta-
bility and that in spite ofthe financial
crisis of the eountry, the institution be-
ing well. He denies he is in debt to the
bank in the sum of $75,000, but on the
vontrary: he eclaims he is & creditor in
the sum of $42,000 and that his wife is
also a creditor.
